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avid Barbour in his Financial 
Statement for 1893-94 devotes con- 
siderable space to the Present Position 
and Future Policy of the Indian govern- 
ment. ‘I'he present position tersely put 
is that the revised estimates for 1892-93 
show a deficit of Rx. 1,081,900, while 
the budget estimates for 1893-94 show 
a deficit of Rx. 1,595,100. ‘I'he pro- 





| spects of the future are disheartening 


because, although the ordinary Indian 
revenue grows rapidly, the fluctuations 
in exchange are such as to set all cal- 
culation at defiance. In two years the fall 
in exchange has added over forty million 
rupees to the expenditure, and exchange 
may go on falling. “The heavy fall 
in the rate of exchange has most 
seriously affected the position of govern- 
ment servants not domiciled in India ; 
their case cannot be put on one side 
much longer, and, as matters now stand, 
uo remedy is possible which does not 
involve further increase of expenditur: 
his last sentence is not very in- 
telligible, for the Indian papers are 
urging on the Government the adoption 
of remedies which will not increase ex- 
penditure at all. Sir David goes on 
to consider the disastrous fall that 
must follow the stoppage by the United 
States of its monthly purchases of silver; 
but, as the article we extracted the 
other day from the leading New York 
financial paper showed, it is not certain 
that this stoppage would be followed by 
a fall, its effects having been already 
fully discounted. 

Where is one bright spot in the posi- 
‘ion of the Indian revenue ; the ordinary 
revenue increases regularly, and if the 
rate of exchange with England could be 
only fixed permanently, even at the 
present low figure, it would be com- 
paratively easy to make the expenditure 
and revenue balance. “If we could 
feel assured,” says Sir David, “ that 
there would be no further fall in ex- 
change, I have little doubt that increase 
of revenue, restriction and reduction of 
expenditure, with possibly some taxation 
of a temporary nature, would, in a very 
short time, re-establish equilibrium.” 
But in this sanguine view the writer 
neglects to take into consideration the 
inevitable extra expenditure that will 
be incurred by the increase in ry 
of their salaries and pensions for whieh 
the Indian officials are clamouring. 





Sir David estimates that if the United 
States stop their monthly purchases of 
silver, India-will have to absorb annually 
silver to the value of eighty million 
rupees in addition to what she imports 
already, and he paints a lurid picture 
of the probable result -— 


“The consequences of a forced and 
sudden addition to the yearly imports 
of silver into India of Rx. 8,000,000 in 
asingle year would, in the first instance 
at any rate, be overwhelming, and [ 
should expect that the Eastern ex- 
changes would be for the time com- 
pletely disorgunised. ‘The fall in the 
gold value of silver would be so great 
that the production of silver might 
possibly be curtailed, but we cannot be 
certain that this result would follow, 
or to what extent it would follow, 
and as mines that are in full working 
could not and would not be stopped 
immediately, the process of reduction 
would take time. If such reduction of 
outpat did take place, it would be due 
to the fall in the price of silver, and 
would not last longer than the fall in 


"| pie lasted : every tise in price would 


e followed by increased activity at 
the mines, aud would tend to restore 
production to its old figure. In short 
the stoppage of the purchase of silver 
by the United States would result in 
ja great fall in the price of the white 
metal, and though a portion of the 
first fall might be recovered, it cannot 
reasonably be expected that under such 
circumstances, even the present price 
| of silver would be restored ; confidence 
in the future would be still further 
weakened, and fluctuations ii: exchange 
of excessive amount and most injurious 
in their consequences would be in- 
evitable.” 


We might take exception to parts of 
this statement; people here, for instance, 
know that the low price of silver is 
curtailing production, and that mines 
in full working are stopped very quickly. 
If increased activity at the mines would 
follow every rise in the price of silver, 
this would have a very strong tendency 
to check the excessive fluctuations in 
exchange : in fact, those who hold that 
it is not so much the low price of silver 
as the tendency to rapid fluctuations, 
that is so disastrous, believe that relief 
is to be found in the fall of silver to 
the average cost of production, and that 
safety lies in the closing of mines which 
are still. being worked without profit in 
the hope of a recovery in price. What 
Sir David Barbour hopes for, however, 
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isa settlement of the currency ques- 
tion, such government action as will 
uphold the rupee, the currency of India, 
without regard to the value in the 
market of the silver from which it is 
coined. ‘The hope that the Brussels 
Conference would do something is 
practically extinct : India’s reliance now 
is on Lord Herschell’s Committee. It is 
held by the Indian government—and in 
this they are uot supported by the 
English Press in India which upraids 
them for their pusillanimity and would 
have them immediately close the Indian 
mints to private coinage—that they 
must weit fer the orders of the Secre- 
tary of State of India, and he must 
wait for the report of Lord Herchell’s 
Committee. “I submit,” says Sir David, 
“that the Government of India cannot 
be expected to initiate a policy at the 
present moment which must have very 
serious effects on the industry of the 
country and disturb and unsettle the 
administration, when the lapse of only 
a month or two might, and in all proba- 
bility will, show either that their policy 
was mistaken and their measures un- 
called-for, or that their policy was wholly 
insufficient to meet the requirements of 
the case, and that their treatment of 
the disease had irritated the patient 
without materially advancing his pro- 
gress towards health.” 

It seems very doubtful whether Lord 
Herschell’s committee will make any 
recommendation that the currency of 
India should be tampered with, ‘The 
effect of closing the mints to private 
coinage, or introducing a gold eurrency, 
or trying some other artificial means of 
raising the value of the rupee, would be 
to seriously disturb the export trade of 
the country, especially the trade in 
opium and yarn toChina, It may seem to 
the Indian Press weakness to leave things 
alone, but such weakness is better than 
making rash changes, whose effects are 
not and cannot be foreseen. Meanwhile 
silver almost seems to have reached its 
lowest. puint, and Council bills are sel- 
ling at 1s. 3y5d., instead of the 1s. 23d., 
the estimated price in the budget. Aud 
the fears of the Statesman that unless 
the Indian mints were closed to private 
coinage, the rupee would go down to 
one shilling, do not, happily, at the 
thoment seem likely’ to be realised.

The Presbyterian mission has just com- 
pleted the purchase of land, negotiations 
for which have been continued for two 
years. ‘The piece originally purchased was 
objected to by the Chineso but finally 
through the intervention of the prefect 
and Commissioner ‘I'ai, of the Foreign 
Office, an exchange has been effected. ‘The 
Innd ubtained is « fine piece lying just in 
the centre of the ci y, containing 650 fang. 
‘The Presbyterians expect to erect on this 
buildings for their educational institutions 
for boys and men, as well as residences for 
those in charge. ' Their present buildings 
are already vutgrown by the work, After 
the exchange was completed the Commis- 
si ner of the Foreign Office invited all the 
gentlemen of the missionary comuiunity to 
4 feast which was much enjoyed. 

About three months ago a pawnshop in 
Shanghai attempted to returu co the old 
rate of interest charged on deposits and 

before the Tuiping Rebellion, 
that is to say, instead of the present rate 
of 24 per cent. per year, they only charged 
16.8 per cent. ‘This innovation of course 
brought the Pawnshop Guild down on 
the proprietors, who being deaf to remon- 
strances were subsequently sued at the 
Shanghai magistrate’s yamén both by the 
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guild and by a number of other pawnshops. 
‘The plea of the defendants was that they did 
this for the benefit of the poorer classes of 
the people who, be it said, were not at all 
averse to the new order of things, and who 
of course left the other pawnshops entirely 
in the cold. Being dissatistied at the 
decision of the Chehsien who decided 
aginst them, the defendant proprietors 
appealed to Téng Hei-hus, the Provincial 
‘Treasurer nt Soochow. ‘The rescript or 
rather judgment of the Fantai has now 
arrived and must have been like cold water 
down the backs of the advocates of the old 
réyime. It is to the effect that ‘his 
Excellency had great pleasure in noting the 
philanthropic intentions of the appellants 
and that he recognised their wish to assist 
the poorer clusses. Not to disappoint them, 
therefore, he decreed that the appellants 
should still be charged the present rate of 24 
per cent, but at the end of each quarter they 
were to deduct the difference between that 
and 16.8 per cent., to be paid to such charit- 
able institutions as shall be indicated by the 
magistrate. Lf, on the other hand, 
the appellants should refuse to do this, they 
are to be punished according to the law 
provided in auch cases—fighting against the 
regulations of their guild—and furthermore 
are to be subjectyd to a heavy fine.” 
‘The reason for all this ‘ philanthropy” 
has now leaked out. All the other 
large pawnshops are suddled with govern- 
ment funds, amounting to a total of Tis, 
300,000, placed in their hands at a forced 
interest of 14.4 per cmt. per annum, 
whilst the appellants having no govern- 
ment money confided to their care are at 
liberty to make all of the 16.8 per cent, 
profit, whereas those not thus situated 
can only make the difference between 24 
and 144 per cent. or 9.6 per cent. ov 
their gross enrnings. ‘This was the ‘ phi- 
lunthropy” which sounded so well to those 
who were not an fait in such matters. 

A Chinese correspondent sends us the 
following sunimary of the general com- 
merci! aspect at Peking :~We often hear 
of stationers and booksellers in Peking 
failing, 6o that it becomes a matter of 
course whenever we see a new shop in that 
Jine started to ask how long will it keep 
its doors open?” The reason for this I 
find is because stationers and booksellers 
he capital asa rule are in the habit of 
giving unlimited credit to their customer 
without the least sort of discrimination 
that one is not surprised to hear that if 
they wanage to collect at most three-fifths 
of their debts at the end of each term” 
or at the end of a year, they congratulate 
themselves on their luck, Concerns with 
Jarge capital are able to stand this strain 
fora longer period, but small capitalists are 
compelled to shut up shop whenever their 
debtors fail to pay more than one-half, It 
is a wonder these people do not learn 
wisdom, but when asked why they give such 
credit they reply that competition is so keen 
that they must trust to the honour of their 

mers to pull them through !

We learn that the Shanghai Gas Com- 
pany has sent in to the French Municipal 
Council x proposal to light the French 
Concession by electricity. 

The Spring Regatta of the Shavghai 
Rowing Club is fixed for Saturday, the 
27th instant. 

‘The postponement for a day of the Spring 
Races, on Monday, occasioned a good deal 
of questioning as to whether there was any 
precedent for such a course, We have not 
deen able to find an exactly similar ca 
but reference to our files shows, that the 
events fixed for the third day of the Spring 
Meeting of 1871 were put off till the next 
duy. The whole meeting seems to have 
been sadly interfered with by the rain, the 
reports describing the weather as being the 
most unpleasant imaginable. 

The Hongkong papers are informed that 
the Straits Insurance Co. is opening a 
branch in Yokohama under the manage- 
ment of Mr. A. R. Catto, who is en route 
for Japan in the Ancona.

‘The French police have made an import- 
ant capture of three fureiguers who have 
been making demands for money at private 
houses in the suburbs, armed with forged 
certificates.

Their nationality is at present uncertain, 
but one of them pretends to be x subject 
of the Duchy of Liechtenstein, which has a 
total population of ouly some 8,000 or 
9,000 souls. 3

lowered their belongings out of the window 
of their room, they followed themselves.

Old residents, here will have a very fax 
vourable recollection of Mr. Alfred Major, 
who went to Sin Francisco in 1878, and 
news of whose death there on the’ 16th 
f March Inst has now been received. He 
was.a sterling and genial man, and made 
many warm friends. He was in his 63rd 
year when he died, 

A fire, which at ono time threatened to 
be of serious consequence, occurred on the 
th ult. at 3 o'clock in the afternoon at 
the new Cotton Mills, outside the city of 
Wachang. ‘Through some cause yet un- 
explained. fire was seen issuing out of 
one of the godowns belonging to the 
Mille which contained an immense quantity 
of raw and uncleaned cotton, Fore 
tunately the fire was discovered at an 
early stage, so that after an hour's hard 
work through the united efforts of about 
1,500 workmen and soldiers under the 
superintendence of European employés, the 
conflagration was extinguished after com- 
pletely burning down the godown and 
destroying its contents. ‘The loss has been 
roughly estimated at about Tis. 8,000.

Captain Worcester of the Sutlej makes 
the very valuable suggestion that a time 
ball should be provided at Woosung.

Before the Bar silted up, all the steamers 
came up to Shanghai, but now the port of 
Shanghai for large steamers is Woosung, 
and unfortunately the time ball cannot be 
seen so far. 

Before the time ball was introduced our 
chronometers were corrected by artificial 
fights taken under the, Consulate fag staff 
where no inquisitive Chinese were allowed, 
but here at Wousung, taking the artiBcial 
horizon ard instruments ou shore would 
cause the whole village to turn out to watelr 
the operation, and as the mercury of the 
artificial horizon is disturbed by footsteps 
at a distance of forty yards you can see 
what a hopeless task taking sights would be 
at Woosuug t 

I would suggest as Woosung is in tel 
graphic communication with Shanghai that a 
time-ball should be dropped two or thr 
times » week at the Harbour-master’s Blag- 
atatf. Of course, this would entail extra wor 
ow the Harbour-mnster, but Mr. Hansen's 
willingness to oblige, aud his courtesy are so 
well known, 1 do uot think he will stand 
in the way. 

The following extract from a private 
letter, with relation to the Woosung Bar,

“Tam glad to hear what you say about 
an attimpt to establish a conservancy board, 
which would be a the right direc- 
tion, Really there has been more than 
enough talked nnd written about the Bar 
trouble, Now it is time that something 
should be done and that something effectual.

make the Shanghai river daily accessible 
to the largest mail steamers, and Shanghai 
should not rest contented’ until this is 
effected, 

“I think I know all the ditticulties you 
have to contend with (apart from the en- 
gineering work, I mean) but there are none 
which cannot 'be overcome, if the right 
men put (heir shoulders to the wheel with 
a will.” 

Mesars. Boyd & Co. Ld., launched from 
their yard on Friday afternoon a twine 
screw ‘steam launch, the hull of which is 
built of wood, ‘The litthe craft is 72 ft. 
long by 12 ft. beam and is fitted with tan- 
dem engines aud a steel boiler tested to 
150 bs, working pressnre.

BURMA. 
Grd May. 

Burma has a name which has been 
spelt in mauy ways, this being now 
the official orthography. ‘The vowel 
dis discarded in the first syllable and 
the quite useless 4 is dismissed from 
the second. here is in the spelling of 
the Parliamentary Blue Books a satis- 
factory solidity for the English reader. 
But the French and German critics will 
complain not without reason from their 
side of the hedge that we are struggling 
to perpetuate the inconsistencies of 
English orthography in substituting w 
for iin this name and they may say 
that Birma would be better. ‘he pro- 
mineut influence in Siam was once 
French and is now English. Our know- 
ledge of Burma came to us through 
European missionaries in the first in- 
stance. ‘lhe Burman alphabet published 
at Rome in 1776 called the people 
Bowans. They are known among them- 
selves as Mranma, Another old spell- 
ing was Boraghmans. Now that the 
country seems destined to enjoy a long 
peace after a succession of bloody re- 
volutions the English influence will be 
paramount in nomenclature, in educa- 
tion, in law and in religious toleration. 
Happy will it be for Burma if the 
spread of opium smoking should be 
vigorously checked by government ac- 
tion aud private philanthropy, so that 
the people may be freed from the great- 
est social danger of the present time, 
the spread of this fascinating but per- 
nicious habit, Nowhere have the re- 
ports of British governors of provinces 
been more outspoken and clear than in 
reference to the reality of this danger 
now threatening Burma, 

‘the history of Burma is. the history 
of a ‘Tibetan race acquiring fertile 


alluvial territory on both sides of the 
Irrawaddy, itself a Tibetan river. Here | 
we see the effect of rich agriculture 
in nourishing military strength. The 
physical vigour of the ‘Tibetan moun- 
taiueers overcame the unwarlike races 
which occupied Upper Burma first, 
aud this was in the 16th century 
when they captured Ava aud Martaban 
from the King of Pegu. In 1750 a 
Dutch and Portuguese contingent armed 
in the foreign manner of the time 
assisted the Peguans. With this unex- 
pectedly powerful force the Peguans 
recaptured Ava in 1752, and it seemed 
that all Burma was subdued. But again 
the native ‘'ibetan vigour of the Bur- 
mese race appeared in Alompra who, 
commencing with a hundred men care- 
fully selected, again drove out the 
Peguans and founded an empire. He 
ruled wisely but had reigned only nine 
years, when he invaded Siam and laid 
siege to Yuthia which was then the 
metropolis. He had conquered much 
of the country watered by the Menam 
when he was seized by a mortal sickness 
in 1760. His descendants extended 
his dominions till China and Burma 
entered on awarin 1771. Siam gained 
great advantage from this war and 
recovered her lost territories from the 
Burmese. China suffered severely but 
gained certain successes, partly because 
she had taken care to use Fukien sailors 
as soldiers, and these men, inured to 
boat life, felt themselves quite at home 
in the navigation of the Irrawaddy. Yet | 
China was glad to make peace and 
Burma continued to invade her remain- 
ing neighbours, Knowing the power of 
| the East India Company, Alowpra's 
successors preferred diplomacy to war 
when dealing with Calcutta and sub- 
dued_weuker enemies by force of arms. 
‘he dynasty after 1822 became proud 
and disdainful provoking unecessary 
wars with a foe beyond its strength 
and lost Rangoow, and Mandalay, the 
new capital which had replaced Ava, in 
1886. Alompra’s dynasty then came 
to an end. 

The commerciai and agricultural 
prosperity of Burma dates from the 
capture of Rangoon by the British in 
1852. In Rangoon there are now 
180,000 inhabitants and in Mandalay 
188,000, By the late census it appears 
that old estimates of the population | 
underrated the number. It used to be 
said that there were three willions in 
Burma. ‘I'he population was in the 
census returns 7,681,597 in 1891, so 
that it must now be above eight millions. 
Of these, six millions are Burmese. We 
may call these the ‘Tibetan contingent 
speaking a language allied to that of 
Lassa and to the powerful Lolo tribes 
of Western China. Then there are in 
Burma 633,000 Karens and 207,000 
Shans who are in race and in language 
akin to the Siamese and to the Cochin 
Chinese. ‘I'hese races have allied tribes 
also in China where, as the dialects 
show, the Yau of Canton and the Miao 
tribes of Kueichow represent the oldest 
race of south-eastern Asia. When the 








Chinese came to North China this race, 
theeastern Himalaya race, had possession 
of South China and the Indo-Chinese 
peninsula, In Burma the towns contain 
12} per cent of the population, while 
the villages and hamlets with the 
scattered farm and boat population re- 
present 873 per cent of the whole. 
Both must increase, but the towns will 
increase faster than the country, because 
of the Indian people who have already 
pressed in to the extent of 433,000 and 
of the Chinese who now number 37,000. 
The trades of India and China will both 
increase rapidly and add to the wealth 
and prosperity of the kingdom. Very 
many Shans come down from their 
mountains, learn the habits of the Bur- 
mese, and marry Burmese wives. The 
Burmese do not object to this and grow 
more numerous by absorption, No other 
branch of the ‘Tibetan family has at 
present the opportunity of incteasing by 
absorption and by the occupation of rich 
alluvial country. In cousequence the 
Burmese are now becoming ethnologi- 
cally the most important of the Bod 
races. 

Ninety in a hundred of the Burmese 
population are Buddhists. Tho Nat 
worshippers who count as Shamans are 
two per cent., the Hindoos two per cent., ° 
the Mahommedans three per cent., and 
the Christians one and a half per cent. 
This last item: is largely due to the 
evangelistic activity of the American 
Baptist Missionary Union. Christiaus 
among the Karens have in the teu years 
between 1881 and 1891 increased in 
Lower Burma taken alone from two 
per cent, to two aud a half per cent. of 
the whole population. 








THE ART OF COURTING.

We believe that Editors are popularly 
supposed to be peripatetic encyclopzedias, 
and however mistaken this hypothesis 
may be, the letter-box of any newspaper

But we doubt whether avy Editor ever 
had a more curious question put to him 
than one that was recently addressed to 
the Scotsman, in a letter asking where 
the writer could obtain “a courting 
book.” The envelope bore a request 
that its contents should be forwarded 
to a local bookseller, and the description 
of the volume required is so quaint and 

estive that we cannot resist quoting 
flere, inthe very words of. the 
despairing Corydon. “he kind of book 
that i want is a courting book,-—a book 
that will tell me how to talk to the lass 
that i Jove, a book that will tell me the 
words to say to her, and the words to 
ask her when I be courting her is the 
book that i want. No matter how few 
or how little the words may be.” ‘The 
writer was apparently a man of dis- 
crimination, for he had at least mastered 
the great fact that a lengthy oration 
was not necessary for the achievement 
of his desire ; and he probably realised 
that the “old, old story” was more 
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emphatic when told in a few well-chosen | 
words—tke one stipulation being that 
they -should be the “right courting 
words.” 

Deponent sayeth not whether the 
Editor condescended to such a trivial | 
matter as a lesson in proposing ; but we | 
cannot help thinking that the anxious 
swain would have been successful in his 
suit even if he had merely relied on the

THE 'MENTSIN COUNCIL AND 
VICTORIA PARK. 
oth May. 
We are glad to know that H.M.’s Minis- 
ter to Peking, Mr. O’Conor, has stated 
that he will have much pleasure in re- 
commending to the most favourable 
consideration of Her Mujesty’s govern- 
ment the memorial of the ‘Lientsin 
Council of landrenters against the alie~ 
nation of one half of Victoria Park, 
‘Tieuitsin; and there should be every 
reason to hope that the memorial will 
be successful, for the case of the Council 
is a very strong oue ; so strong that we 
wonder what arguments Mr, Marshall 
could allege in recommending the gov- 
ernment to put their half of Victoria 
Park up to public auction. ‘The ouly 
argument mentioned is, that the com- 
munity is not wholly composed of 
British subjects, and this the Council 
are quite right in characterising as wn- 
sound. The community of Shanghai is 
a cosmopolitan one, and yet the British 
government presented it with four 
field guns complete, and continue to 
make grants of ammunition to it; 
but ‘Tientsin is much more of a British 
community than Shanghai is, for, as the 
‘Tientsin Council point out, though 
there are foreign residents and foreixn 
landrenters in the settlement, they are 
ouly a small minority, “they are ail 
| subject to the British Land Regulations, 
|have the same duties as the British, 
|and pay the same taxes towards the 
| maintenance of the settlement, aud 
their war vessels contribute in greater 
proportions than their numbers demand, 
to the defence of the settlement during 
the winter season.” In fact, the Bri- 
tish Concession at ‘lientsin is adminis- 
tratively a British colony, and the 
foreigners who come to reside in it 
accept the British regulations, and their 
presence should no more be allowed to 
divert the bounty of the goverumeut 
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in ‘Pientsin than it would in Hongkong. 
The fact is, Mr, Marshall knows that the 
‘Treasury dearly likes a windfall, and 
he judged that it wonld be delighted to 
get the eighteen thousand taels at which 
he proposed to offer the lot to the public. 
But we do not think he could have 
opposed the British Consul Mr. Brenan’s 
recommendation that a free gift of the 
ground should be made to the ‘Iientsin 
community, if he had had the history 
of the lot before him as clearly as it is 
now put by the ientsin Council. 

'This Lot 35 then “ was really a large 
pond, deep in the season of rains, 
partially dry during the summer heats, 
1a breeding place for frogs, and a dump- 
ing place for the filth of the mmnerous 
Chinese huts oceupying the ground at 
its western extremity.” It had_practi- 
cally no marketable value; and when 
the Council sent a peremptory notice, 
in 1886, to Messrs. Tardive, ‘Matheson 
& Co., the tenants, to fill up the lot as 
it was a dangerous nnisance, Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson & Co. preferred “ to 
convey the remainder of the term of 
their Tease, that is, seven years and 
three months, to the Council, free of 
cost, on condition that they would take 
it over as it was, and devote the lot to 
public uses,” Fortunately, Mr. Startseff 
owned a piece of land of about the 
same size as this lot 35, adjoining it 
and running parallel with it; and this 
lot he offered to the Council for the 
actual cost of the lease and filling up, 
‘Ns, 4,500, on condition that it was 
joined with lot 85 and used as a public 
recreation ground, Mr. Marshall de- 
clines to give up half ot Victoria Park 
because there are foreigners on the 
British Concession, and it is one of 
these foreigners who gives up, without 
asking any profit, the other half! 

‘he Bund having become a great 
open-air warehouse, the Council were 
obliged to provide a recreation ground 
elsewhere. ‘They had begun to lay one 
out outside the settlement, but the 
offers made by Messrs. Jardine, Mathe- 
son & Co, and Mr. Startseff rendered 
this unnecessary, and they now set to 
work to improve lot 35, on which they 
spent altogether a sum of over 'I's. 
3,200. hey filled it up, Jaid it out, 
and planted it, put a wall round it 
with two pairs of iron gates, and erect- 
ed a band-stand ; and on the Queen’s 
Jubilee Day the new recreation ground 
formed of lots 34 and 35 was formally 
opened as “ Victoria Park” and “ dedi- 
cated to the Health, Comfort, and 
Recreation of all Foreign Residents.” 
Meanwhile the Council had asked Sir 
John Walsham to intervene in favour 
of their obtaining possession of lot 35 
for the term of holding the rest of the 
Concession, that is, we understand, until 
1960. The application was referred to 
‘Mr. Marshall, who replied that he could 
not recommend it to the ‘I'reasury— 
giving the reason we have already 
quoted—but that the lot could be sold 
for a sum not less than ‘I's. 8,000. In 
the face of this attempted squeeze, the 
Council-determined to lie low as they

they found that they were reckoning 
without their host, and that the Board 
of Works really intended to put the lot

It is quite certain that the home 
government can have no idea of the 
facts of the case; that the land when 
the Tientsin Council took it over from 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. had 
not even prairie value, for it was nothing 
but a foul pond. They must shrink 
with horror from the Board of Works’ 
proposal to confiscate the tenant’s im- 
provements, and throw to the winds 
the long-conceded tenant's rights of 
fair rent and fixity of tenure. As the 
Tientsin Council say: “The govern- 
ment cannot equitably take advantage 
of the increment of value unearned by 
them, to exact a price from the land- 
renters out of all proportion to the 
original value of the land.” It is fur- 
ther urged that the alienation of Lot 
35 will spoil the Municipal building, 
“which includes the fine Hall dedicated 
to the memory of the illustrious Gor- 
don, venerated equally in China and in 
Great and Greater Britain.” We doubt, 
however, whether this argument will 
have as mnch influence in Downing 
Street as to appeal to tenant's rights. 
The sale would also cut Victoria Park 
in half through the band stand, and 
render the remainder of little or no 
use as a recreation ground, and if lot 
34 is not so used, it reverts to Mr. 
Startseff. The Council go on to say : 
“Tf, in having expended their money on 
land of which they had only a short 
lease, in the belief that in so manifestly 


benefitting the settlement, they were| i 


entitling the community to the most 
generous treatment by Her Majesty's 
government, the landrenters have de- 
ceived themselves, they will have no-| 
thing to regret but the indifference of 
the Treasury to the health and comfort 
of their fellow subjects in this far off 
land ; and if they insist upon a sale, at 
the least the Council are entitled to 
ask them to transfer the gronnd to the 
present ocenpiers or equitable grounds.” 
An equitable price they show would be 
£400. 


We cannot doubt that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s government, whose existence is 
based on the recognition of the sacred 
rights of the tenant, will immediately 
that the case is thus put before them, 
recognise the justice of the Tientsin 
Council’s able remonstrance.

“A Great Bill” is virtually the universal 
verdict on the measure which Mr. Fowler 
has expounded with great, but not super- 
fiuous, wealth of detail. In our opinion it is 
the latgest instalment of practical democracy 
since that charter of English liberty, the 
Municipal Corporation Act of 1835.” Mr. 
Ritchie's Bill of 1888, large as was its con- 
ception, fell, iu practice, far short of great- 
ness. it did not go to the roots of Euglish 
local life ; its distribution of powers was often 
meagre and ill-contrived, and the general 
truth about it was that it shirked rather 
than solved the pressing problems ofthe poor 
man’s lot. Yet it hus had wide and beneficent 
social results. In London it has put a new 
face on politics; in the conntry it hus at least 
intensiffed and quickened the forces that 
make for reform. If that has been the effect 
of the Act of 1888, what may we not predict ¢ 
of the large and, in te best sense of the 
word, revolntionary measure we have now 
before us? The Local Government Bill is 
ine word, the ‘“cpen sesame” of rural 
life. It’ is the first definite word 
of hope that has been spoken in the ears of 
the men and women who sustain the greatest 
of all our industries. It brings us back to 
old. English deale—to the ‘Saxon. village 
meeting under the oak tree, to the self-gover- 
ned putish, to still more ancient notions of 
the meaning of a life lived on common 
social pu) And withal it seems to us 
to be wisely guarded against abuse by untried 
administrators. With its promise—its really 
mighty promise—of large economic change, 
we até not surprised at the enthusiasm it has 
evoked. ‘The Government are on safe and 
strong ground. We hope they will do their 
utmost to maintain it, ‘The Bill has already 
received the virtual promise of the Tory and 
Unionist parties that their efforts will be 
devoted not to opposing it, but to giving it a 
safe and speedy voyage through the House. 
‘The offer should be, we would almost say, 
snapped up. ‘The measure should at once be 
passed into the second place in the Govern- 
mont’s programme, and its passage before the 
year drawa to a close should be made a first 
and pressing object of Ministerial policy.

‘The sense wf loss 
must be aggravated too, by the consciousness 
of the injustice which this death has so 
dramatically avenged. It is possible that had 
Jules Ferry been less remorselessly persecuted, 
his high character and political genius might 
have saved France from much of that corrup-

The Eeono:nist's first article is on “The 
Situat Ireland” and moderate in its 
jews and their expression as it always is, 
does not attempt to depreciate the danger 
of the intended resistance of Ulster to 
Home Rule.

‘The 
matter, as we said, is one that the 
Gladstonians must face. " ‘The longer they 
delay meeting it openly and frankly the worse 
for them and the worse for the nation.

Mrs. Nevius, in giving some phases of 
mission work in shantung, presents an 
interesting retrospect of gospel-seed-sowing 
in that province. We are glad to read that 
there are now in Shantung, in connection 
with the Presbyterian Church, 6 mission 
stations, 52 foreign missionaries, 600 pupils 
in boarding schools, 1,004 in day-schools, 
3,622 communicants, and a vast number of 
persons who, while notyet Church members, 
cannot be considered heathens.

Julia Bonatield, Foochow, gives 
“Some observations on foot-binding,” and 
further remarks on the same subject will 
be found in Mrs. J. L. Innocent’s account » 
of woman’s work in Chu-chia, Mrs. W. T. 
McKee's article, “ After many days” shows 
that the labours of the early: missionaries 
were not in vain, and are an encowrage- 
ment to young missionaries, not to weary 
in well-doing. 

For the benefit of those ‘who live at 
home at ease,” we quote from Miss Emma 
Tnveen’s news from the Far West, 
‘T wish it were possible to give our sister. 
workers farther East a vivid conception of 
what it is to live and begin work in an 
inland city. The change from foreign to 
native dress, from a light, comfortable, 
healthful foreign house to a durker, damper, 
more closely confined Chinese house, frown 
the freedom of intercourse with the people, 
to restraint and subjection to native pre- 
judices, from the faithful native helper to 
absolutely no help,—all, this and much 
more must be imagined, Yet in all these 
differences there are many advantages ; the 
native dress and house save untold annoy- 
ance (it is needless to say we make the 
inside of our houses as comfortable and 
healthful as possible), the temporary partial 

ielding to customs, inconvenient it mi 

e, yet harmless in themselves, avoids 
1g the native sense of propriety and 
helps us sooner to win their confidence ; 
the absence of paid native helpers leads us 
more fully to trust in the Power Divine and 
gives rich opportunity of cultivating unpaid 
and spontaneous service in those who are 
coming out on the Lord’s side.” 

Tn “ Voices of a Deserted Homestead,” 
Mis. G. 'T. Candlin, in poetic prose, gives 
a sadly realistic description of a homespun: 
tragedy. ‘The loom is made to tell the story 
(spin a yarn, we were about to write, but ax 
that would x us open to the indictment of 
abusing the English tongue, we refrain). 
‘The description of the homestead, the light 
touches in the skilful delineation of: char- 
acter, all bear witness to delicate workman- 
ship, whilst the true ring of pathos in telling 
how the light was lighted in the dreary 
homestead and how it was prematurely 
extinguished, shows the sympathetic mind 
of a true worker. 

In ‘Glimpses over the wide field ”- 
new departinent—there are interesting jot- 
tings of medical, evangelistic, educational, 
Christian endeavour, and other work all 
over China. It may not be generally 
known that spontaneous, sincere, and suc- 
cessful evangelistic work has been carried 
on among the ’ricsha coolies in Shanghai, 
by a native member of the London Mission 
Church. 

As there are more than twenty contribu- 
tors to this periodical, not to speak of the 
interesting material provided by theeditors, 
much more might be noticed, but space 
forbids. We cordially congratulate the 
readers and editors on having such contri- 
butors, and every one interested in woman's 
work in the East, in’having such an inter- 
esting and well-conducted periodical.

(PROM A TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT.) 

A brief account of a short visit to’ the 
late Hermit Nation may not prove unin- 
teresting to your readers, as public atten- 
tion is turned in that direction at the pre- 
sent time. 

‘The steamer which carried me from 
China to Corea, also carried 1,583 coolies 
from Chefoo to Chemulpo, and thence to 

, Viadivostock, to work on the Siberian rail- 
road and on other enterprises. They lay 
all about the deck in most uncomfortable 
quarters, and they soon made the clean 
deck very filthy. - Seven or eight thousand 
live already gone by the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha steamers, this spring. Some of 
the officers on the steamers think that 
they will be disappointed in getting work. 
From Chemulpo to Seoul, on a small steam 
Doat run by Japanese, is an interesting trip 
of 65 miles. We pass a number of forts 
und fortifications on the river, which were 
assaulted and captured by U.S. gunboats 
and marines in 1871. We hear mention of 
a threntened uprising of the people under 
the leadership of a certain society, called 
the ‘Eastern Learning,” which professes 
certain semiweligious dogimas, but aims at 
political ends. On reaching’ Seoul, April 
Adth, we learned that there was cor 
siderable anxiety among the foreign 
dents ax weil as among the natives, as 
a few placards had been posted up threat 
ening the foreigners. Yet, every one went 
about attending to business as usual, and 
there was no evidence of unfriendly feeling 
on the part of the populace. 

‘The capital of Cores compares unfavour- 
ably with the cities of central China, with 
which the writer is somewhat acquainted. 
‘The wall and the gates are very similar 
to the Chinese, but the streets, houses and 
shops ave much inferior. ‘The streets are 
entirely destitute of pavement, and a 
stagnant drain runs a tortuous course 
omewhere near the middle of each one. 
‘The houses never have two storeys, and 
their rooms are not half the size of the 
ordinary Chinese rooms. The shops are 
stiil more inferior. 

The people are fine looking, of good 
size, dignified bearing and mild pleasant 
countenanees, but seem to be inert, not.to 
say lazy, Men'and women dress in white 
excopt their hats and shoes, as a rule, but 
some classes wear coloured clothing, as the 
soldiers black, the servants in the royal 
palace red etc., etc. ‘The city is in a valley 
surrounded on all sides by hills, and the 
walls run along the tops of some high 
hills. ‘The royal palace is on ground slightly 
elevated above the general level, and at the 
foot of a hill. ‘The legation and’ missionary 
houses are generally on still more elevated 
ground. The Japanese have quite a large 
settlement in the city, and there are also a 
number of Chinese houses built more after 
the European than their own native style. 

While the Coreans have much respect 
for the Chinese, it is said that they have 
an intense hatred for the Japanese and 
with good reason. ‘The Japanese treat them 
shamefully in their own capital city, and 
the poor Coreans can get no redress, as it 
is reported that the King has issued orders 
that his subjects must not provoke the 
hostility of foreigners. 

After spending a week very pleasantly 
among friends in the capital, I returned 
to Chemulpo on April 2ist, and saw that 
there were two Chinese, two Japanese and 
one U.S. gunboat in the harbour, and on 
the next day just as our steamer left, a 
British gunboat came to anchor, making six 
in all which had come to watch the state of 
affairs in the little Kingdom. 

On reaching Fusan, the same state of 
affairs seems to exist. "At least one placard 


























has been posted on the city gate or wall, 
threatening to drive out the foreigners. 
Some of the women and children had asked 
alady missionary if it was true that “there 
was to be a disturbance and people were 
to be killed.” Some of the residents at 
this place think that they observe a rude- 
ness of manner on the part of the Coreans 
towards themselves, which is quite unusual, 
As a rule the Coreans are very civil and 
polite to the foreigners. It was very plea- 
sant to my ears to hear the usual greetin: 

-yin (gentleman) and Pu-yin (lady) 
instead of foreign d The children, on 
some of the streets in Seoul, often greeted 
us with “good morning,” and a number of 
the people could use an English word or 
more.

A BRIDGE ACROSS SHIMONOSEKT STRAITS. 

‘The Shanghailanders crossing to Kobe or 
Yokohama a few years hence will in all 
likelihood see the Straits of Shimonos 
marred or beautified, according to the view 
taken, by a lofty bridge connecting the 
railway systems of Kiushiu with those of 
the main land or main island. ‘The idea of 
constructing such a bridgehasbeencherished 
by a particular few for some time, and it 
now appears to have taken definite shape. 
An outline of the project has just been 
given by a correspondent in one of the 
Wester provinces. According to this it 
will be 180 feet in width and not less than 
300 feet above sea level ; if this is really to 
be the width it will be a colossal structure. 
The bridge will have a footway and a road 
for vehicles besides the railroad track, and 
will be lit at night, for the benefit of pass- 
ing vessels aably, by three very 

werful electric lights.” It will be built 
rom the ite of the railway station at 
Dannoura—a historic site—to a point near- 
ly opposite and close to the Myojiu temple. 
A committee is to go up to Tokio shortly to 
Iny the plane and proposal before the Home 
Ofice, for the necessary permission, The 
Shimonosoki folk rightly hold that the con. 
struction of such a bridge will contribute 
not a little to the success and prosperity of 
the port. 
ACCESS TO ONE OF THE THREE SIGHTSOF JAPAN. 

Those who have made the trip to Miya- 
jima, one of the Swukei or three most beau- 
tiful’ views of the country, us well as those 
whohave desired togo buthave beendeterred 
by the difficulty of getting there, will be 
glad to learn that the Sanyo Railway will 
be carried through to Hiroshima this year. 
It is completed to Mihara, the old castle 
town that numbers have had pointed out 
to them when going through the northem 
passage in the Inland Sea ; and before 1893 
closes We are promised that the line from 
Miihara. to Hiroshima shall be open. 
When that is effected, it is very likely thi 
the sacred island known both as Tésuku- 
shima_and Miyajima will share honours 
with Nikko and other well-known places 
in the vicinity of the capital. It will 
deserve to. ‘There is a drawback to the 
popularistion of this beautifol” island, 

jowever, for I suppose new hotels will be 
run up and some of the sweetest nooks 
conceivable be defaced. To-day, there is 
not a jinriesha, not a beggar, not a dog on 
the island, With its sea-laved tori and 
temples, its matchless streams and valleys, 
its tame and trusting deer, its delightful 
walks, it is an ideal spot : and the wonder 
is that so few tourists are taken there. 
But.I hope to give a letter to it shortly, 
when I have more trustworthy information 
of the old relics stored there. Anyone 
desiring to visit the spot now, may proceed 
either by Osaka Shosen Kaisha steamer to

‘A banquet was given to Mr. Alf. Woolley, 
the popular Agent of the Peninsular and 
Oriental S. N. Co., at this port, last even- 
ing, at the Oriental Hotel, in view of that 
gentleman’s approaching departure from the 
port. ‘The Chair was taken by Mr. J. J. 
Enslie, H.B.M.’s Consul, who had on his 
right the guest of the evening, Mr. Woolley, 
and Mr. G. de Wenndrich, Consul for 
Russia, and upon his left Mr. Akiyama 
Jokei, Secretary of Hiogo Prefecture. 

Dinner being over, Mr. Enslie rose, and 
after citing the letters of regret received 
from several gentlemen who were unable 
to be present, said :— 

KOBE: WHAT IT WAS AND WHAT IP 18, 

Mr. Woolley and Gentlemen,—I have 
often been twitted, good humouredly I 
admit, and much to the amusement of my- 
self and friends, on account of a tendency 
on my part to dilate on Kobe, as being if 
not exactly an Eldorado, at’ any rate a 
place in which much and increasing in- 
terest centres. It has been stated with a 
certain amount of confidence, and possi- 
bly with much truth, that when on that 
delectable topic, which much concerns us 
all, I get carried away by my thoughts, 
and that my feelings on occasions over- 
come my power of speech. When you 
come to consider for a moment that I 
was here many years ago, and have in 
a measure been an eye-witness to many 
and important local ‘changes, you will, 
I think, agree with me, that it is not 
strange.” And maybe you will pardon me 
if on this occasion, this jubilee year of the 
opening of the ports of Hiogo and Osaka 
to foreign commerce, I invite you to con- 
sider the changes which have come over 
this place. Go back in memory to the 
year 1868, when this Settlement was a 
sandpatch and the only building’ was the 
Custom House, with a handful of foreign- 
ers, the result of the year’s trade amounting 
to $1,210,500. Burring a period of stag- 
nation and depression during which at one 
time the lots on this Settlement were not 
worth even the value of the sand of which 
they consist, this place since then has 
gone on by leaps and bounds. It is now 
thickly populated and the trade of last 
year is represented by the very considerable 
sum of $58,565,840. I invite you, Gentle- 
men, to note that the imports for the last 
two years have been in excess of those for 
Yokohama ; that for 1892 amounting to 
nearly five million dollars. ‘That our 
friends the Japanese have also cunsiderably 
benefitted by this enormous change is ap- 
parent from the fact that, whereas Kobe in 
1868 was an insignificant hamlet with no 
more than a score of houses, on the other 
side of the railway track or at Ohno, and 
‘an immense space of vacant land separated 
Kobe and Hiogo, it is now joined to His 
and has a population of 148,000 souls, 
occupying no less than 36,531 houses. All 
this expansion necessarily led to an immense 
increase in our shipping facilities. In 1868 
the total tonnage for this port was 120,855 
tons. At the time there were no regular 
Tines of steamers to Europe. In 1892 we 
find on the contrary that the total tonnage 
of foreign built ships was 1,273,303 tons, 
of which 930,503 tons were foreign-owned. 
In addition to that we have some twenty 
lines of steamers running to Europe, Aus- 
tralia, China and America, and other distant 

In 1868 to travel from here to 

‘a was a matter of toil, not pleasure. 

Tt was rough and expensive, and was not 
entirely devoid of danger. We were com- 
pellod to go.cn horseback or in sedan chairs, 
‘or to challenge the perils of the deep in ill- 





























‘ound steamers, never knowing af what 
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moment we might not involuntarily relieve 
our estates of certain expenses, and cheat 
both the Municipal Council and the under- 
taker of their perquisites. Now all this 
is changed. We travel to Osaka with ease 
and comfort, and cheaply, and more safely 
than in many other places throughout the 
world. Now we can speak to our friends 
at Osaka without even so to say moving 
from our desks. All this denotes prosper- 
ity. May the results. he generally and 
fairly distributed. It is pleasant to con- 
template the changes which I have now 
briefly described to you, but there are 
others which are not'so pleasant. One of 
these is before us to-night, as we have met 
together, not to listen to glowing tales 
about our improved surroundings nor to be 
told of fortunes which may be in store for 
many of us, but to weleome a friend, a re- 
piesentative of one of those great and im- 
portant lines of steamers, whois about to 
leave this part of the world with his wife 
ona well-earned holiday. ‘Though he and 
his wife have not been here nearly as long 
fas we could have wished, we regret that 
severance, because they have thoroughly 
identified’ themselves with this place, Mfrs. 
Woolley by her genial and estimable quali- 
ties, he by his agreeable manner, smart 
wit, and quick but pleasant repartee. Mr. 
Woolley leaves this place with a record that, 
ought to satisfy any one. An energetic, 
honest business man, a staunch and sterling 
friend, and a thoroughly good fellow. We 
‘wish you, Sir, and Mrs, Woolley, a pleasant 
and a safe trip to England, We are egotis- 
tical enough to hope you may again come to 
reside among us, but if the fates should be 
against us, we beg you will receive our 
asyurance that we all at all times shall be 
delighted to hear of your continued health 
and prosperity. 

‘The speech which was interrupted several 
times by marks of hearty approval, seems 
to me of such interest and value as to war- 
rant being placed before the North-China 
Duily News readers. 

Mr, Woolley responded in a felicitous 
spevch, in the course of which he referred 
to Mr. ‘Enslie’s extremely intoresting and 
instructive figures, and expressed the 
opinion that Kobe is destined to become 
the Liverpool of the East. Mr. Woolley's 
departure will be generally regretted.

On the 20th of March there was quite a 
fall of snow here, which the farmers hailed 
with delight.

Through the kindness of the missionary 
physicians in the province, I am enabled to 
make brief mention of the work done by 
them in 1892. Dr. Edwards, Schofield 
Memorial Hospital, T’aiynan Fu, has the 
record: New cases, 1,218 ; re- 
turn visits, not recorded. . In-patients, 
140. Operations : on the eye, 34 ; on body 
generally, 58. Midwifery cases ; Chinese, 
foreigners, 3. Visits to foreigners, 76, 
to Chinese, 29 (in hom 

Dr. Wilson went to Shouyang Hsien in 
September Jast and since then has had an 
average of about 60 patients a week. 

Dr. Atwood of Féucho Fu reports baving 
treated 30 opium patients, but no record 
was kept of other cases treated during the 
year. 

‘There is no report at hand from Kuei- 
huach'éng. 

Dr. Goldsbory, Taiku, says: “ During 
the past year, Ihave had 1,526 treatments, 
over 500 less than during '91. I believe 
the number was smaller than last year be- 
causeof ill-feoling atthe time ofthe drought. 
and because of abeenco and sickness. I 
was away from home three times, altogethor 
about six weeks ; and sickness prevented me 
from doing much for nearly two months. 

Tt is with feelings of profoundest sorrow 
that mention must now be made of the 
death of Dr. Goldsbury, from typhus fever. 
This sad event took placc at Taiku on 
Thursday, March 23rd, after an_ illness 
of only fourteen days. During his sick- 
ness he was attended, at first, by Doctor 
Atwood of Féncho Fu, and, later, by Dr.

of all that could be done, Dr. Goldsbury 
at last succumbed to the disease. It is 
probable that he had not wholly recovered 
from an attack of intermittent fever which 
Inia him by nearly two months late last 
fall. 

At the time of his death Dr. Guldsbury 
was 32 years and five monthsold. He had 
been in Shansi about four years, and his 
genial nature made him a favourite wherever 
he was known. Tt can be said of him that 
he always brought sunshine with him. He 
possessed toa remarkable degree the happy 
disposition which is such a grand qualific- 
ation for any one who plans to spend a 
lifetime in this trying field. This trait of 
his character easily made him popular 
among the Chinese, many of whom now 
earnestly mourn the doctor’s early death.

SHANTUNG. 


(FROM OUK OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
—- 

A certain institution in Shantung is 
worthy of riotice in your columns. T refer 
to the Rev. Mr. Whitewright’s Museuni 
of Natural History at Chingchow Fu: 
‘Though a private enterprise, it as become 
an important educational’ factor in the 
work of the English Baptist Mission. We 
must not expect to find in China, and 
especially in the interior, large and fully 
equipped museums such as abound in 
Europe and America, nor does Mr, White- 

ight's collection at Chingchow Fu pre- 
tend to rival “foreign” institutions of 
the same kind, Ican say, however, from 

mal knowledge, that this enterprise 
im the interior of Shantung compares 
favourably both in size and variety of ex- 
hibits with the collection of the Royal 
Asiatic Society in Museum Road, Shanghai. 

Mr. Whitewright’s museum is a growth 
of several years, and has proved a profitable” 
means of recreation to a busy missionary. 
‘The museum is open daily to the Chinese, 
and many a representative of the literary 
and official classes has there discovered 
that ‘Western Nations” are not wholly 
devoid of civilisation, ‘The collections 
range over mineralogy, conchology, or- 
nithology, mammalogy, and we might 
venture to include bibliology (for the sake of 
uniform termin-ology/) to cover a collection 
of Bibles in many languages, whose open 
popes, my terid’ to dispel’ the Chinese 

fucination that“ Under the Heavens the 
‘one speech is mandarin.” 

During the past three years Mr. White- 
wright’s attention has’ been especially 
turned to the fawn of Shantung, and 
many caves full “of well-mounted anintals 
and birds attest the ingenuity of his 
trained Chinese taxidermist. Perhaps the 
most surprising specimen among the birds 
is a large pelican, captured in a stream 
twenty li from the city. Both natives and 
foreigners were astonished that this species 
should be found so far north as Shantung. 

Of the fiercer animals, are good speci- 
mens of the wolf and wild-cat, and of the 
smaller beasts and birds a list, too lon; 
for our allotted space. Besides the several 
ologies above named, Mr. Whitewright 
finds the product of western inventive, 
nius a valuable means of securing the 
interest of Chinese callers, s0 a goodly 
array ofapparatus- electrical, photo phic, 
optical, locomotive and musical—forms 
conspicuous department. ‘The musewn is 
housed in rough Chinese buildings whose 
limited space constrained the recent visit- 
ing “‘Deputation” of English Divines to 
exclaim ‘Tear down thy barns and build 
greater!” There are fair prospects of 
having the museum occupy “greater barns” 
at an early date, thanks to the generosity 
of cortain friends of the cause.

(rRom OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HARVEST PROSPECTS, 

A journey of a hundred miles to the 
south-west confirms what we had been told 
by the Chinese, that the present prospect 
for a good wheat crop is very encouraging. 
The plants have come out, of the winter in 
a strong and healtby condition, and one or 
two light April showers have given them a 
vigorous start. But there is time enough 
pet for, the ‘dry winds to blight them 

efore the harvest, unless further season- 
able rains follow, which cannot be anti 
pated. But the poor people, who have 
suffered so much from drought, flood and 
locusts the last three years, are rejoicing 
in the prospect. 

CHARACTERISTIC NEGLECT. 

Ata place about one hundred miles from 
Tientsin, Shanc’hiao (3% 4), is what was 
once a very fine bridge, stid to be over 
1,000 years old, It spans an old, silted up, 
river bed, and was constructed in a very 
solid fashion. ‘There are five large arches, 
and between each pair of these, a suuller 
one, which begins at the spring of the 
larger ones. ‘These all, and the foundations 
appear to be almost as solid as when con- 
structed. ‘The carved stone slabs and 
figure-head posts which form the balus- 
trades are many of them standing at an 
incline, or fallen down, or entirely removed 
from their places and scattered about, while 
the paving stones are so worn, broken and 
displaced, that the bridge is ‘seldom used 
save in the rainy season, when the shallow 
hed is filled with water.” About six miles 
from this place is another bridge over 
one of the present navigable stveuns 












which enter tho Peiho at Tientsin. Tt 
is constructed of wood, stalks, and dirt, in 
marked contrast to the old bridge. Half 


the width of one span broke away this 
Spring, and we were heartily glad when we 
were safe across the shaky affair. ‘To the 
question, ‘This is very unsafe, why is it 
not repaired?” the reply was The official 
whose business it is does nothing about it.” 
‘The query was suggested—do not these 
bridges well represent ancient and modern 
China? Such contrast is not infrequently 
seen between the old and the new con- 
structions. The country through which 
the old stream passed is thickly populated, 
and there are evident. reasons to believe 
that were it re-opened, there would be a 
great. gain to agriculture and commerce, 
and the old bridge would again assume 
some of its former importance. As to the 
other, here is a stream, which in its 
winding course of 400 li to Tiontsin frou 
this point, is spanned by a score of such 
temporary’ constructions for the highways 
of the country. Possibly it is in antici- 
pation of the time when this channel 
will also be so filled up that the water 

ill have to find a new way to the ocean 
ith perhaps some asssistance from the 
powers that be. At least, these things set 
one to thinking, and wondering, and hoping 
almost against’ hope when viewed from 
somie directions, for the better days which 
not a few believe are in store for China 
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when the reign of truth, and honesty, and 
righteousness, and justice, and upright 
government can be brought in. 

PUBLIC HEALTH. 


‘There has been considerable sickness 
among the Chinese, especially children : 
such as mumps, scarlet fever, and small-pox. 
Wind and dust have prevailed the last few 
days ; adust storm is raging outside as I 
write, with hot sun in the middle of the 
day, and very chilly nights and mornings 
for the season of the year. The city moat 
is being cleared of ‘its winter accumula- 
tions, and much other impure soil is 
being turned up, and transferred from place 
to place in and about the city, which may 
account for the prevalence of these diseases. 
Perhaps the wonder is that so many live 
rather than that so many die when ail the 
conditions are fully ‘considered. For- 
eiguers have been comparatively free from 
serious illness, but not a few have com- 
plained more or less of colds and malaria, 
chargeable no doubt to the odours afloat, or 
the changeable and somewhat unseason- 
able weather. It is to bé hoped that when 
the dust storm is finished we shall have a 
change for the better.

‘THE SCANDINAVIAN MISSIONARIES. 

Last evening a meeting was held at the 
Temperance Hall, that such as desired to 
do so, might meet, become acquainted with, 
and welcome to this great mission field, the 
twenty-two Swedes who arrived a day or 
two ‘since, and are on their way to 
Kuvihuach’éng or vicinity, They sang 
some of the Swedish Christian melodies 
very sweetly, accompanied by the guitar: 
some byuns from the Moody and Sankey 
collection were also sung. Mr. Ohlsen, 
their leader, gave an interesting sketch 
of the origin of this movement for 
sending 200° missionaries to China, in 
which “was some information new to a 
part of those present. He said that 
they proposed to carry on their work 
in the same general manner that similar 
evangelistic work is done in Sweden, Mr. 
Stanley of the American Board was asked to 
say a few words and welcome the company, 
which he did, referring to some of the 
difficulties and discouragements they would 
meet, saying that the conditions are different 
here and in Sweden. ‘There the Bible is a 
reverend book, here it is no more than any 
other book toa Chinaman, and cannot be 
appealed tous anatithority. He reminded 
them that their only support in every trial 
and disappointment, was Christ and the 
promises, which fail not to the believer. 

heir earnest zeal and entire consecration 
to the work which they believe themselves 
to be called of God to do, is worthy of all 
commendation from all, ‘whether agreeing 
fully with the movement and their methods 
or not. All who were present speared to 
enjoy the meeting, and bade them God-

| year ago, I stated that we lind reasonable 
| ground for anticipating » substantial im- 
| provement on the results of the Company's 
| working in 1891. ‘This, I am pleased to 
| say, has been realised, though not ao amply 

as we could wish. The profit for 1892, after 
providing for interest aud general expenses 
| of management, you will have observed from 
the balance-sheet is £24,338 11s., or nearly 
10 per cent. on the amount of capital paid 
| up. The interim dividend on the Preference 
| Shares, which was paid on dth Nov, Inst, 
| absorbed £5,020 16s., thus leaving a balance 
| of £19,317 15s. out ‘of which we propose 
| to pay « further dividend of 3 per cent., 
| making the full 6 per sent, for the yeur} 
| and, after placing £13,000 to credit of de- 
| preciation and reserve, which will bring 
this fund up to £104,000, we shall carry 
forward £1,296 19s, to the current yenr's 
account. It is a disappointment that, after 
paying the full 6 per cent. on our prefer- 
ence shares—equal to 4} per cent. on the 
whole paid-up capital of the Company— 
there does not remain a sufficient balance 
to admit of any dividend on the ordinary 
shares ; but, T trust, in view of the long- 
continued bad trade and consequent 
|low rates of freight prevailing in the

‘This ebstruction, I may tell you, is having 
our most earnest attention} we havé ad- 
dressed a letter on the subject to the 
Chairman of the China Assvciation in 
London, and we are informed that 
the Shanghai Chamber uf Commerce are 
moving in the matter, and have already 
made strong remonstrances to the Chinese 
Government through the British Minister 
at Peking. We earnestly trust that some 
relief may be obtained ; otherwise, sh 
owners may be compelled to make Woo- 
sung the port of discharge for Shanghai. 
Tt is, however, satisfactory to learn int the 
meantime, that the Feima Chaimel, which 
many of you will know, has improved in 
depth of water, und that two of our steamers, 
Ly recent advices, have reached Shanghai by 
this route in safety, without the discharge of 
any cargo at Woos But, against these 
adverse influences, it is a satisinction to 
your Directors to be able to tell you of 
fome economies in the working of” the 
company’s steamers, notably in the cost 
of conls consumed, ‘We were fortunate in 
taking favourable contracts both at home 
and in Javan, and we expect in the current 
year to effect a still further saving on the 
prices paid in 1892, It is « furthe 
faction to mention that all the steamers 
have been maintained in first-class order 
and efficiency out of current revenue, that 
no accident of any moment has cecurred, 
and that the line is popular and always 
commands a full share of the trade. I 
would now desire to make a few observa- 
tions on the balance sheet. You will notice 
that the preference share capital stands xt 
£167,360, ax compared with £166,768 in 
1891) and the ordinary share oapital at 
£82,743 10s., as against £72,212. This 
increase on the ordinary capital represents 
the amount of call of £2 10s. per share 
ou the new issue made last July. Bills 
payable have been reduced from £181,965 
12s. 4d. to £98,085 19s, 11d., £18,000 
of which are foreign drawn bills for 
ship's disbursements. Depreciation and 
reserve fund stands at £91,000, but with 
the addition now proposed to be made and 
with the insurance fund which remains at 
£10,000, you will observe that our reserve 
fund stands at £114,000. Under the 
heading sundry creditors, £52,000, are in- 
eluded voyage balances, which werereceived 
in 1892, but which appertain to the cur- 
rent year’s accounts, besides temporary 
advances made to the Company. I wish you 
to note from these explanations that, as 
compared with the balance sheet of 1891, 
we have reduced the outstanding obligations 
of the Company by fully £40,000. On the 
credit side of the account the cost of the 
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en steamers remains as before ; the other 
items call for no special comment. In the 

“ profit and loss” account you will observe 

the profit on completed voyages during the 
;year amounts £34,144 12s. 7d. against 
| £21,553 14s. 7., or say £13,000 better than 
in 1891. General expenses are somewhat 
| heavier, partly due to the cost of a new and 
elaborate telegraph code, from which we 
| have already derived considerable advant- 
‘age, and partly to the expense attending 
[the re-arrangement of the capital of the 
‘Oo ny in the autumn of 1891, and other 
| unavoidable outlays. We hope aud expect 
| to make some reduction under this heading 
| during the current year, We much desire 
to see rates more remunerative, and “I 
think they are tend pre and ‘more in 
that direction ; and considering the better 
understanding now existing between all 
| the important lines trading to and from 
| the Straits, China, and Japan, and in view 
vf steadier and more healthy state of 
business, we are disposed tu look for better 
returns in the current year than we have 
experienced in the past two years, What we 
ask of you all is, ty do what you can, each 
by p:raonal influence, to support the very 
fine fleet of steamers which you possess, 
and Iam sure larger dividends will accrue. 
Gentlemen, wo have done our best for you, 
aud are only sorry that we cannot give 
you » larger return for your capital. I 
would take the liberty of repeating whut I 
have said-on previous occasion, that your 
Directors are, individually as well as collec- 
tively, very: large shareholders in the 
Company. and devote, I may say without 
ostentation, a very great deal of time and 
thought to the administration of its affuirs, 
and there are ditticulties and matters of 
policy constantly arising which demand the 
exercise of much tact and painstaking nego- 
tiation. And, besides being large share- 
luolders, the Directors, collectively, are by 
far the largest contributors of freight to the 
‘Company's steamers, so that you have every 
reason to rest satistied that your interes 
are well looked after. I have nothing fur- 
ther to add, but I shall be happy to auswer 
any questions that the sharehulders may 
put to me, avd I now beg leave to move 
that the report and accounts, as submitted 
for the yenr 1892, be received and adopted, 

Mr. H. D. Stewart seconded. 

AShareholder asked what was the amount 
put to Depreciation and Reserve Fund in 
the previous year? He saw that £13,000 
me appropriated in the present bi 
sheet. 

TheChairman— £6,000, The amount set 
aside this year is more than double. 

‘The Shareholder asked what was the 
customary amount set aside by shi 
companies; how much per cent. of the 
steamers 7 

‘The Chairman said that it varied. A 
good deal, of course, depended upon the 
profits made. They would have been very 
gladzto put more than the £13,000. 

Mr. Seyniour asked whether there were 
no means of reducing the geueral expenses, 
which seemed to him very heavy. He would 
also like toknow what the Directors received 
in fees. 

The Chairman stated that the Directors 
were doing all that was pussible to keep 
down the expenses. The fees Inst year 
were £2,600, including those of the Manag- 
ing Director. ‘This sum was not much more 
than half what they were allowed by the 
Articles of Association. He thought that, 
considering the time and attention which the 
Directors individually gave to the affairs of 
the Company, and the xmount of business 
they were able to bring to it, the share- 
holders generally would uot be disposed to 
question the amount of fees. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. G. Flemming asked whether the 
Directors were txking steps to secure a 
quotation on the Stock Exchange. 

The Chairman stated that the matter had 
not been overlooked. The difficulty was 
that they had ordinary: shares of two 
values, and until those values were made 


























































































equal they understood from their brokers 
that there would be a difficulty in obtaining 
@ quotation. 

Mr, Flemming said it would be very 
desirable to get a quotation on the Stock 
Exchange, as at present a shareholder who 
for any reason wished to dispose of his 
s had no way of doing it except 
privately, which was very unsatisfactory. 
So far as he understood, a quotation could 
be got notwithstanding the two values of 
the shares. 

‘The Chairman said at present they could 
only act on the advice they had received. 

Mr. Flemming—I suppose Jater on there 
will be a possibility of getting a quotation ? 

The Chairman replied in the attirmative, 
adding that the only way was to call up 
further capital from the shareholders, and 
he did not think that at present, at any 
res the shareholders generally desired 
this, 

Mr. Seymour suggested that there would 
be no difficulty in equalising the value of 
the shares by calliug up further capital on 
the deferred shares so that everybody would 
be paying the same amount, 

Mr. Nelson agreed with the Chairman 
that there was no necessity for calling up 
further capital, and he thought it doubtfal 
whether they would get any advantage by 
a Stock Exchange quotation. He was not 
in love with the Stock Exchange, and in-w 
Company of this kind the less they had to 
do with it the better. (Hear, hear.) With 
regard to what had been.said about the 
expenses, they were certainly heavy com- 
pared with what they were in the early 
days of this Company, but he did not 
believe in Directors working without suffi- 
cient remuneration for their services, If 
they wanted men to give proper attention 
to the business of the Company they must 
pay them well for it, and he was sure that 
the present Board was as likely to be as 
generous as any other Board they could 

ave. 

Mr. Andrews considered the Directors 
were fully entitled to the fees they had 
taken. (Hear, hear). The Chairman had 
alluded to the difficulty of filling their 
steams He would like to whether 
full advantage had been taken of sending 
the steamers into Columbo to fill up there. 
From his own knowledge there had been 
cargo lying there for weeks, . 

‘The Chairman said they hnd no difficulty 
in getting all they wanted for the steamers 
at Colombo, but the difficulty was the low 
rate of freight, ranging from twelve to 
fifteen shillings a ton of 40 cubic feet. 
Whether that was adequate he would leave 
those who knew anything about shipping 
to decide. What they wanted was to get 
a better rate of freight for the long voynge 
from China and Tapan, and in certain 
seasons of the year there were difficulties 
in Gilling up with China cargoes at a higher 
rate than thirty to thirty-five shillings » 
ton, and from Singapore they had had 
to accept a rate as low as fifteen shill- 
ings a ton. It was this that told against 
them. With the diminution of the quantity 
of tea shipped from China they did not 
now, to the same extent, get these ple 
ant cargoes to carry. They had “to take 
& more miscellaneous cargo, which took 
longer to collect, and, consequently, the 
steamers were longer on the voyages, and 
the expenses were proportionately 
creased. Mr. Nelson had pointed out that 
the expenses were very much greater com- 
pared to what they used tu be, but when 
they started they had only two steamers, 
and now they had ten steamers making fre- 
quent voyages. Tucollect the cargo aud to 
manage the matters of difficulty and policy 
which were continually atising required 
very great tact, much negotiation and a 
large amount of time and attention, It 
must not be forgotten that the Directors 
contributed by far the largest amount of 
cargo to these steamers. Every steamer 
that went away from. Liverpool carried 





















































several thousands of bales of cargo, which 
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was provided by the Directors in their own 
business or by their immediate friends. 

‘The Chairman then put the resolution 
for the adoption of the report and accounts, 
and it was carried nem. con. 

The Chairman moved the formal resolu- 
tion for the payment of a further dividend 
of 3 per cent. on the preference shares. Mr. 
W. M. Strachan seconded, and it was 
carried unanimously. : 

‘Mr. Nelson preposed the re-election of 
the auditors Messrs, John Baker and Son 
and Mr. Jamieson Elles, Mr. Major 
seconded. Carcied unanimously. 

‘The Chairman announced that it would be 
necessary to hold a formal meeting shortly 
to confirm certain resolutions in connection 
with the re-arrangement of the capital of 
the Compan; 

Mr. Nelson asked whether the prefer. 
ence shares were cumulative as to dividend 
and preferential as to capital, 

‘Tho Solicitor replied in the affirmative, 

Mr. Andrew proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman and the other Directors 
and the staff in London, and also to Mr. 
Gulland and the staff in China, Mr, Carter 
seconded, and the resolution’ was carried 
unanimously, 

‘The Chairman briefly replied, and the 
meeting terminated.

Our Flat, which was produced on Wed- 
nesday night at the Lyceum in the pres- 
ence of a moderately large audience, is 
an amusing piece, with very slight motif, 
cleverly worked ’ out, and having one 
scene, which has largely contributed to 
its success. First of all it may be said 
to be a travesty of life in those huge 
caravanseries of London, which of late 
years have .become so popular,- and 
which are ‘generally known as. “flats,” 
But the hit of the play is in the second 
act, when the furniture ‘on the hire 
system” having been removed for non- 
payment of the agreed instalments, femi- 
nine ingenuity contrives a fearful and 
wonderful suite, having the outward sem- 
blance of modern furniture, yet formed 
of a number of empty boxes, and the 
most ordinary domestic articles, 

The gd of the piece in effect is that 
Mr. and Mrs. Reginald Sylvester, living 
in a flat at Montmorencie Mansions, with 
all the appearances of @ prosperous young 
couple, are yet in the direst straits, the 
furniture being only hired and liable to 
seizure, the tradesmen clamouring for their 
bills, and to crown all, the husband has 
backed a bill for afriend and is responsible 
for £200. Marjorie Sylvester, having iaar- 
ried him against her father’s will, the pair 
cannot expect much paternal sympathy, and 
Reginald Sylvester convinced that he has 
the dramatic instinct, vainly endeavours to 
get one of his pieces accepted by a 
theatrical manager, He affects tragedy, but 
when their affairs are at the worst, his 
wife, unknown to her husband, composes a 
comedy—with the rapidity only seen on the 
stage—hwmourously delineating her own 
misfortunes, which she despatches to Na- 
thaniel Glover, Manager of the ‘Star 
Theatre.” Meanwhile the furniture is re- 
moved by the Hire Furnishing Company, in 
‘a scene which is provocative of a good deal 
of amusement, augmented very  consi- 
derably when Marjorie Sylvester, assisted 
by Bella, the maid-of-all-work, by means 
of empty boxes, baskets, tapestry cur- 
tains, scraps of art muslin, ete., builds 
up a suite of furniture which isp 
sentable, but not exactly fitted for u 
‘The theatrical manager calling, and mi 
Bella for her mistress, endeavours 

out what sum will be accepted 
for the work, whilst Bella, possessed with, 
the notion that the visitor has some- 
thing to do with furnishing affairs, speaks 
of £250 as being needed. Glover thinks 
this is decidedly reasonable, and he deter- 
mines to buy the A number of com 
plications ensue, Glover not knowing that 
‘lady is the writer of the comedy, but he 
purchases the work and so removes. the 
financial ditticulties of the authoress and 
her husband very unexpectedly. This is 
the maint current of the story, but to « cer- 
tain extent there may be ‘suid to be two 
underplots, one concerning the affairs of the 
heart of the obdurate parent, and another 
of his daughter, Lucy McCullum, 

The representation deserves high’ praise 
the honours of the evening were evenly 
divided. In the hands of Miss Ethel Arden, 
as Marjorie Sylvester, and Mr. Graham 
Stewart as Reginald Sylvester, the humours 
of impecuniosity were done full justice to, 
Mr. Stewart's expedient for avoiding 
“duns,” by going down the lift as they 
were coming upstairs, and going down the 
stairs as they were coming up the lift, was 
very amusing. Mr. Henry Kitts can always 
be depended upon to keep his audience in 

frame of mind, and his assumption

To some extent this 
could be overcome by grouping werds 
syllables, and using marks of rhythm 
quantity; but where so much dep 
upon context and local colouring the difticu!- 
ties appear insurmountable. — Opening 
Williams’ Dictionary at random, I find that | 
a word which would ordinarily be expressed 
in shorthand under two co:

‘The men are 
1 roomy wards or dormitories quarter- 
ing about 20 exch; the officers having 
separate quarters, Besides these are de- 
tached houses for contagious diseases, dead 
houses, consulting roums, amputating rooms, 
and « very complete dispensary where free 
outdoor Telief is daily administered to 
senres of poor fellows, many of whom, but 
for this providential means, to be brief, 
would have to look forward to speedy dis- 
sulution. 

Although these are styled Naval and Mili- 
tary Hospitals, yet civilians make as much 
use of them as the Government men. Any 
oue is admitted upon payment of a daily 
fee that seoms absurdly sivall, yet is, no 
doubt, quite in keeping with the earnings 
of the clusses that make use of the hospitals 
most, 

Both hospitals are in entire charge of 
Chinese aurgeons, trained by the Inte Dr. 
Muckeuzie of Tientsin, ‘They have been 
remarkxbly ul in their work, being 
especially ‘clover in surgery, as might be 
expected. 

Upon entering the Weil Hos- 
pial by the main gate, one finds one- 
self ina compound where doors to tl 
north, west and south lead to the D 
pensary aud Surgeon’s quarters, and, to 
the enst, a finely cut octagonal 
lends to the ofticial reception Ih

THE INQUEST ON LI HSIEN-MOU, 

Particulars with reference to the post- 
mortem examination of the body of the 
ap be Kolao Hui chief, Li Hsien-mou, who 
is alleged to have committed suicide un the 
20th ult. and whose wife, concubine, and 
slave girl also followed his example in the 
prison of the Kixngning prefectural yaméu 
at Nauking, are to hand. On the morning 
after the suicide, says our informant, in 
obedience to orders from the Viceruy ‘Liu 
K'un-yi, the Viceregal deputies, the ex- 
pectaut Prefects Ch‘én Shung-fan aud Yuan 
Shui-san, and the Cheb: iin-chiang 
arrived at the Kiangning Prefeot's yamén ut 
10 o'clock. ‘These ofticials were met by the 
Kinnguing Prefect, Li Siau-hsien and. the 
Chehsicns of the two metropolitan districts, 
Trav Ch'ung-fang and Lan Yitu-fung 
After w short conversation in the reception 
hall of the yamén, the six ctticials proceeded 
to the gaol, where the warden Ting Chien- 
ch‘uan, under whose care the deceased 
liad been, stood ready to receive them. 
After these olticials “had each taken a 
cursory glance at the budy in order tu 
satisfy themselves that uo fraud had been 
used in substituting some other body, they 
ext dun xccording to seniority in the 
improvised Court in the large” yard uf 
the gapl Eight of the gavlers whose 
duty it had been tu guard Li Hsivn-mon 
were then examined, They stated that 
the deceased hed always behaved with 
perfect circumapection and never was 
kuown to have shown ill-temper or violence 
against his gavlers, Owing to the fact 
that there were ladies and women servants 
attending upon the deceased they never 
ventured to intrude upon his privacy, 
simply coutenting themselves with the 
knowledge that their prisoner was inside 
and had nut run away ; hence it was im- 
possible for them to know how the deceas- 
ed had met his death. ‘The servant of 
Li Hsien-mou was then called and stated 
that being @ ew hand he never entered the 
deceaseu’s room unless called for by his 
master. Liu-yung, the official body ex- 
sminer, was then ordered to make a careful 
scrutiny uf the body, which was carried 
out of the deceased's room and Inid in the 
courtyard before the exit vofticials, 
Perniission being given to Liv-yuug to strip 
the body of its clothing, the next step dous 
was to wash the budy with alcohol 
then to insert long ‘silver needles 
the throat and other part of the budy 
and after the lapse of a quarter of an 
hour these needles were pulled out, and 
found tu be quite black, whereupon’ Lix- 
yung called out in a loud voice that “the 
decessed had met his death by taking raw 
opium.” ‘The bodies of the wife and con- 
cubine of the deceased were then ordered 
to be examined, and they were also brought 
into the courtyard, but this time by the 
female gaolers, six in number, who also 
ion to strip the bodies. 
jing officials, after a con- 
sultation, came to the conclusion that as Li 
Hsien-mou's wife was the daughter of a hi 
official, and both the dead women belonged 
to the family of a man who although de- 
graded still had been a military officer of the 
fourth rauk, as well as having beeu the son 
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of a General, it was not seemly or right to 
trent the dead women like the family of an 
ordinary wan, heuce permission was re- 
fused ; but the female examiner was allowed 
to use a pic of scissors and ent portions 
of the clothing where it was necessary to 
insert the silver needles. ‘This being 
done, the same result eusued—on being 
ww'led out the needles 
e very black which als» pro 
the women fd taken a dos 
opium, Li Hsien-mou when alive was 
w great opium smoker, which xccounted for 
his possession of the drag, 


‘Thero are a great mauy rumours as 
reason of his suicide; the chief wing 
that being afraid of meeting a witness—the 
Intely captured K‘uang S.ieng-ming—who 
is anid to have nccused him of having given 
‘Tis, 30,000 to Mason to buy xrms with, 
and knowing that torture would compel 
him to “confess” whether he wished or 
not, Li Hsien-mou preferred death while 
with » ‘cleu name” he might expect 
decent burinl. ‘There is another rumour, 
‘The mother of Li Heien-mov died a month 
ago in Honan, his native province, and the 
news coming to him, he applied for leave 
of nbsence to return’ home, offering to get 
Yu-K'uan, Governor of Honan, to. stand 
security for him. Lui Kun-yi, the Viceroy 
of the Liangkiang, however, refused to 
accede tu the petition of the deceas 
feeling that he could lexve Kianguing guol 
only no.a corpse, tuok this Inst course, and 
his wife and concubine xnd slive girl see- 
ing him dying, followed his example, the 
slave girl only being saved from the elfects 
of the poison, Whatever may have been

reclamation of ancient ecclesiastical pro- 
perty, and the acquisition of property be- 
youd the actual spiritual ueeds of the 
Chureh and only asa means for providing 
revenue. The other feature, however, 
exists, and has produced several dificnlties 
in the past, viz. the neglect by some of the 
prejudices of the people in the purchase of 
new property and erecting new buildings. 

Tt would seem at first thought that as the 
Protestant organisation has not been so 
extensive in all the provinces as the Roman 
Catholic, especially in native constitueney ; 
has been more free from the suspicion of 
political aggression ; and as several of 
the societies are opposed to troubling the 
officials at all, and so remain content with 
the mere renting of property, or if urgently 
requested leave a city altogether, that 
fewer troubles would arise over property 
questions among Protestant missionaries 
than the Roman priests, but such, we fear, 
has not heen the case asa general rule, We 
do not say that all the troubles have been 
due solely to the failings of missionaries, 
but these may form a part or prove a fair 
pretext for complaint. ‘The author him- 
self acknowledges his persistent connection 
with a variety of property questions for 
upwards of six years, and no doubt he 
appears in this matter as a great sinner, if 
the Ministers of the ‘Teungit Yamen would 
give their private opinion. But we have 
Tearned where the prejudices exist, aud 
how we should act for the peace of all, and 
none the less for the maintenance of our 
missionary efforts. 

First of all, while the Roman priests, 
being celibates, live together in one build 
ing, most of the Protestant missionaries 
are married and so require in many cases 
separated houses. Hence in a city while 
the Roman Catholics may have one large 
headquarters, the Protestants are scattered 
in several places throughout the city, and 
for every site there may have resulted a 
separate contest. Of course family lifo 
rather than celibacy may suit the tastes of 
the Chinese, but the troubles ensuing in 
securing suitable property for each are a 
grievous compensation. In the Roman 
organisation we hear of the Roman Catholic 
cathedral and the orphanage, but in the 
Protestant it is the house of Mr. A., the 
house of Mr. B., the street-chapel of this 
Society, the street-chapel of that Society, 
ete., ete. 

Again, as we have pointed out, before, 
many of the Protestant inissionaries have 
been less versed in Chinese ofticial affairs 
and the way to manage cases in the yaméus 
than our brethren of the Roman Catholic 
Faith. As a consequence there arise unex- 
pected annoyances and puzzling complica- 
tions. Tt should be remembered, too, that: 
the right to purchase property in the in- 
terior was only first established for the 
Roman Catholics and by their persistency, 
skill and courage, while for over two decades 
the question was a mooted one, whether 
English and Americans should go beyond 
the jurisdiction of the treaty-ports or go 
into the interior to reside at their own 
perils. 

Once more, Protestant missionaries hav- 
ing families to care for, have sought for the 
most salubrious sites where foreign houses 
might be built, and with a kind of native 
stubbornness and a spirit “masterful and 
unaccommodating,” have been littleinclined 
to regard the superstitious notions of the 
people or yield to the unjust threats of the 
literati and the demands of the mandari 
So the uncompromising critic of Mr. Ros: 
writes: ‘It is generally found, in cases 
where objections are to the style of 
buildings, or to the site, the real objection 
is neither to the building nor the site, but 
to the presence of the foreigner in that 
place. It is simply part of a perfectly 
transparent and well-understood attempt to 
get rid of him altogether; and he must

Jt hold his own in securing the right to

highly desirable, and in the long run other 
and more secure and satisfactory rights are 
gained thereby. It may be that in Southern 
and Central China high buildings are un-! 
objectionable, both among the Chinese and 
mers, but the Rev. Mr. Ross and Mr. | 
fe, as well as other writers, give sound | 
advice when they urge in North China a! 
greater regard for Chinese superstitions, or 
as a better expression, Chinese wishes. 
By thus offering to courteously conform in 
some matters to the Chinese, we have a 
right to expect that they will treat us with 
equal courtesy and accommodation. ‘The 
 Peki correspondent” of the N.-C. 
Daily News referred some time ngo to the 
high structures of foreign architecture in 
Peking being an annoyance to adjoining 
neighbours, and without examining the full 
import of the words or the intent of the 
writer, we confess that for the present in 
many places (and we can’t speak for Peking) 
buildings erected according to native archi- 
tecture on the outside can be equally suit- 
able and be far less offensive. 

We are glad to state that Protestant 
missionaries have generally adopted a pru- 
dent policy in not, requiring ‘chapels of 
foreign style among the Chinese Christians, 
but to leave them to thei 
school-houses, chapels, of native simplicity. 

What we said in the section on the Roman 
Catholics concerning the regulations and 
onlers of the Imperial Government needs 
no additional comment, for the same spirit 
of conciliation is a requisite with all, and 
it is to be hoped that the Chinese Govern- 
ment will in time favour the efforts con- 
uoted in this spirit. 

We make no reference to examples of 
disturbances, due to these property ques- 
tions, for the fact is transparent and needs 
no proof, but merely elucidation in a caln 
spirit.

Dunbar replied that he possibly might be 
able to remit the money. firm had 
not written or telegraphed asking the 
owner or owners for authority to sell the 
vessel, but they had telegraphed that the 
ship lind been arrested. 

By Mr. Emens—Messrs, Dudwell, Carlill 
& Co,, believed that the owners were fully 
advised of the present position of atfairs, 

By Mr. Browett—His firm had received 
an account from Messrs, Cheap Juck & Cu. 
through the Captain, Nuthivg had been 
paid by his firm on that account, 

By the Court—The cargo was drawn 
against, aud Mr. Dunbar requested wit- 
ness's firm to place auy surplus to the 
credit of the Hstell, 

Mr. H, Ollerdessen, representing the 
Shanghai Tag Bont Co,’ La, proved certain 
claims against the Estella for services 
rendered. ‘The bills had been presented 
to Messrs, Dodwell, Carlill, and bad nut 
been pai 

Mr, ©. Jnekson, manager toMessrs, Cheap 
nek & Uo, proved the supply of 
ail provisions to the vessel, as de 
the account produced, bearing the signatur: 
of the Captain, ‘The wcoount was sent in 
tu Messrs. Dedwell, Curlill & Co. who 
declined to pay it because they bad not the 
money. 

Ab this stage the Court adjourned for 
tiffin, 

Upon resuming after the adj 
Capt. J. B. Roberts and Me. 
called to prove their claims, an 
Simonson, the Muster uf the Zstella also. 

Mr, Wilkinson addressed the Court and 
contended that none of the parties in the 
present suit had a lien on the vessel. ‘The 
only people were the material men, aud 
they had given up possession. 

Mr. Emens quoted the decision of 
Justice Story, in the case of the Chrsan 
wherein it was Inid down that by the 
general principle of tho muritime law 
material men had a three-fold remedy 
for supplies materials furnished 
for a fi first the ship itself, 
secondly the owners, aud thirdly the master, 
and neither of those remedies was displaced 
except by conclusive proof that exclusive 
crodit had been given to one or more of the 
parties 60 liable, or to the ship itself, 

Mr. Browett aley addressed the Court, 
He contended that both the levislature and 
jurisprudence of the United Staies favoured 
more and more allowing liens generally, 
and with revard to maritime lien, all the 
authorities supported the right of those 
persons supplying necessaries to a ship 
foreign port tu a maritime lien on the 
itself, which notwithstanding the fact 
the ship might not be actually in possession 
could ‘net be contested. In the present 
case the ship was directly ‘subject to. the 
order of the Court and accordingly he 
asked that the vessel sheuld be sold, and 
the proceeds devoted to the liquidation of 
the debte,

Tenders would be invited up to the 13th 
inst., and the vessel would be disposed 0 
not Inter than the 16th. ‘Che order of the 
Cours would be duly reduced to writing.
